Play Well In

Showing a wide open, fast- 

breaking type of football, .the 
Southern teams of the Los An­ 
geles school district defeated the 
Northern teams 44-27 in the 10th 
Annual Milk Bowl Saturday. This 
was the first win for the South. 
There have been six wins for 
tho North and three ties.

The southern teams were rep­ 
resented by Torrance, Garfield, 
San Pedro, Huntington Park, 
Washington and Fremont. The 
North showed North Hollywood, 
Venice, Lincoln, Canoga Park, 
Dorsey and Franklin.

The Marine league showed up 
as one of the toughest leagues 
in the city, with both Marine 
league teams defeating their op­ 
ponents. Torrance started the 
ball rolling for the South when 
Kalph George, Tartar's .ace back, 
faded back and pitched a per­ 
fect strike to left end Loroy 
Schwenk over the middle. 
Schwenk in turn flipped a lat­ 
eral to left haft Bud Smith, who 
raced down the side line to the 
Huskies' ten-yard stripe.

On first'down, George fought 
his way to the four. Then he 
smashed to the one. On the' 
third down Faren powered to 
withiri six inches of pay dirt. 
With fourth down and six inches 
to go,- George pulled over for 
the score.

The Tartars had gone 40 yards 
in five plays to tally. Their line 
plays made the victory possible 
with Jay Stroh, Tartar tackle, 
Dominick Donatoni, Torrance 
10th grade powerhouse guard, 
showing up strong in the center 
line.

Leroy Schwenk, Jack Hood 
and Bill Wood starred on the 
flanks. Wood showed up' as one 
of the hardest hitting ends on 
the field Saturday.
